It is said that 
a parley has been opened with the provern- 
ment, and its issve will determine the ulteror 
conduct of the volunteers. Nothing can pre. 
sent amore lamentable picture of terror and 
desolation than the Spanish capital. 

Three of the Body guards have been arrest- 
ed at Aranjuez at the moment when disguised 
in plain clothes, they were endeavouring to 
seize forcibly some dispatches which the Por- 
tuguese Ambassador had sent to the post by 
one of his servants. The Ambassador imme- 
diately dispatched an extraordinary courier to 
communicate to his Court ths event which 
cannot fail to augment the unfriendly feeling 
that already prevails between our Cabinet and 
that of Lisbon. All the members of the diplo- 
matic Rody enter so deeply into this scandal- 
ous affair, that it seems impossible tbat it 
should be hushed up.
